MEMORY  OF  FOUNDER  TO 

BE  HONORED  BY  REFERRING 

TO  THE  SCHOOL  AS  GOVERNOR 

DUMMER  ACADEMY 


With  the  almost  unanimous  agreement  of  the 
Alumni,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Student  Body, 
and  the  Masters,  it  has  been  decided  to  make  a 
practise  of  referring  to  the  school  as  Governor  Dum- 
mer  Academy.  The  reasons  for  this  innovation  are 
best  explained  by  the  following  extract  from  a  letter 
which  Mr.  Eames  mailed  during  October  to  over 
fourteen  hundred  alumni. 

"One  step  which  is  now  being  considered 
would  emphasize  the  fact  that  Dummer 
Academy  bears  the  name  of  its  founder, 
William  Dummer,  the  royal  governor  of 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  Dummer  is  a 
proud  and  honored  name,  and  it  seems  un- 
fortunate to  those  of  us  who  love  the 
school  that  its  name  should  require  ex- 
planation to  those  who  do  not  understand 
its  significance.  An  increasing  proportion 
of  our  students  are  now  coming  from  out- 
side the  state,  and  these  boys  especially 
find  such  explanation  necessary  and  diffi- 
cult. 

Accordingly  it  has  been  suggested  that 
we  make  no  official  change  in  name,  but 
that  we  emphasize  the  Governor's  part  in 
founding  the  school  by  referring  to  it  as 
"Governor  Dummer  Academy"  or  "Gov- 
ernor   Dummer,"    instead     of    "Dummer 
Academy"  or  "Dummer".     This  sugges- 
tion has  recently  met  with  the  enthusiastic 
approval    of    the    trustees,    faculty    and 
students.     It  seemed  fitting,  however,  be- 
fore taking  action,  to  consult  the  wishes  of 
the  alumni  and  to  receive  from  them  some 
expressions  of  opinion  concerning  this  pro- 
posal." 
During  the  past  month  there  have  been  a  large 
number  of  replies  to  this  letter,    over    ninety    per 
cent  of  them  expressing  the  unqualified  approval  of 
the  writers.     Since  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Fac- 
ulty, and  the  students  had  been  consulted     before 
the  letter  to  the  alumni  was  mailed,  the  approval  of 
that  group  led  to  the  decision  to  put   the   practise 
into  effect  at  once.     Accordingly  an  announcement 
has  been  sent  to  the  press,  other  schools  and    col- 
leges have  been  notified,  and  a  notice  has  been  pre- 
pared for  insertion  in  all  business  correspondence 
emanating  from  the  school.     The  boys  have  been 
urged  to  make  a  point  of  speaking  of  the  school, 
when  they  have  occasion  to  mention  it  during  the 
Thanksgiving  recess,  as  Governor   Dummer   Acad- 
emy. 

It  has  been  noted  that  sports  writers  reporting 
athletic  events  in  which  school  teams  have  partici- 
pated have  been  quick  to  seize  upon  the  convenient 
name  for  the  teams.  For  the  last  two  weeks  in  al- 
most every  account  the  Academy  team  has  been  re- 
ferred to  as  "The  Governors." 


THREE  MORE  OF  GOVERNOR 

DUMMER'S  CHAIRS  RETURN 

TO  MANSION  HOUSE 


Governor  Dummer  Academy  has  recently  re- 
ceived three  handsome,  hand-carved  Chippendale 
chairs  by  will  of  the  late  Judge  Caleb  Loring  of  Bos- 
ton. These  chairs  are  part  of  the  original  set 
owned  by  William  Dummer,  Royal  Governor  of 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  from  1716-30,  and 
founder  in  1763  of  the  school  which  bears  his  name. 

Two  chairs  of  the  original  set  have  been  in 
the  possession  of  the  school  for  many  years,  and 
this  present  gift  increases  the  number  to  five.  These 
chairs  are  all  being  used  as  part  of  the  furnishings 
of  the  old  Mansion  House,  now  occupied  by  the 
Headmaster  and  his  family.  The  Mansion  House, 
which  is  a  famous  model  of  early  colonial  architec- 
ture, was  built  by  Governor  Dummer  about  1716, 
and  these  chairs  were  undoubtedly  in  use  in  this 
house  before  the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  gift  to  the  school  was  made  in  memory  of 
the  late  Miss  Lucy  Brown  of  Ipswich.

The  school  extends  its  best  wishes  for  his  future 
and  its  heartiest  congratulations  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Eames. 


Many  changes  are  apparent  on  the  campus  this 
fall.  One  of  the  most  striking  is  in  the  appearance 
of  the  living  room  in  Commons,  which  has  been 
remodeled  to  permit  its  use  for  vesper  services,  for 
the  evening  meetings,  and  for  other  gatherings  of 
the  school.  The  walls  have  been  redecorated,  and 
enough  tasteful  colonial  furniture  has  been  provided 
to  make  the  room  cheerful  and  pleasant.  The  large 
open  space  in  the  center  of  the  room  necessitated  by 
the  use  of  the  room  as  a  meeting  place  is  covered 
by  a  beautiful  oriental  rug  in  mellow  colors  which 
blend  with  those  of  the  walls  and  window  draperies. 
When  a  fire  is  blazing  merrily  in  the  fireplace,  the 
room  is  a  cheerful  one  even  on  the  most  gloomy 
days. 

The  boys'  rooms  in  the  dormitories  have  also 
been  provided  with  Colonial  furniture  suggestive  of 
the  period  of  the  founding  of  the  school.  Every 
room  has  been  furnished  with  a  maple  bed  stead, 
bureau,  desk,  and  chair  modeled  after  early  Colon- 
ial pieces.  Color  is  provided  by  the  borders  on  the 
Monk's  cloth  window  drapes  and  bed  spread.

A  Student  Council  has  recently  been  organized 
at  Governor  Dummer  Academy.  It  is  regarded  as 
the  most  important  undergraduate  group  and  is 
chosen  by  vote  of  the  entire  student  body.

SEVERAL  VALUABLE  ITEMS 

DONATED  TO  LIBRARY 


Recently  there  have  been  several  interesting 
additions  to  the  library.  Among  them  is  an  excel- 
lent set  of  the  beautiful  Crowborough  Edition  of  the 
works  of  Conan  Doyle.  These  books  are  considered 
a  valuable  gift.  There  is  also  a  copy  in  Rudyard 
Kipling's  own  hand  writing  of  his  poem  The  Thous- 
anth  Man.  Mr.  J.  J.  Hessian,  who  will  be  remem- 
bered as  the  donor  of  the  third  set  ever  printed  of 
The  New  English  Dictionary  in  sixteen  volumes,  has 
given  these  items  also. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  William  C.  Lane 
of  Boxford,  Mass.,  the  school  has  acquired  a  copy 
of  the  Dummer  Academy  Catalogue  for  the  year 
1820.  This  has  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  boys  and 
the  neighbors'  houses  in  which  they  lived.  At  that 
time  very  few  boys  lived  at  the  school. 

An  eighteenth  century  map  of  Governor  Dum- 
mer's  estate  has  been  taken  from  the  Dummer  files 
and  framed.  It  is  now  on  display  in  the  living  room 
of  the  Commons.  However,  it  will  soon  find  its 
way  to  the  library. 


SUNDAY  EVENING  VESPERS  PROVE 

PLEASANT  ADDITION  TO  SCHOOL  LIFE 


An  addition  made  this  fall  to  the  weekly  pro- 
gram of  the  school  is  the  regular  Sunday  evening 
Vesper  Service.  At  a  few  minutes  before  eight 
o'clock,  the  entire  student  body  together  with  the 
faculty  gather  in  the  living  room  of  the  Commons 
where  chairs  are  carefully  arranged  to  accommodate 
all.  Neighbors  and  friends  of  the  school  as  well  as 
parents  of  the  boys  are  guests.  At  the  head  of  the 
room,  the  brightly  burning  fireplace  fire  and  the 
soft  candle  light  help  to  create  a  homelike  atmos- 
phere. 

The  service  itself  closely  resembles  the  old  New 
England  family  song  service  which  was  held  around 
the  fireplace.  It  consists  mainly  of  the  singing  of 
familiar  hymns.  There  is  a  responsive  reading  fol- 
lowed by  a  short,  informal,  inspirational  talk  either 
by  a  minister  or  by  some  other  friend  of  the  school. 
The  service  closes  each  week  with  the  same  two 
hymns:  "Dear  Lord  and  Father  of  Mankind"  and 
"Now  the  Day  is  Over." 

On  October  5th  one  of  the  trustees,  Reverend 
Glenn  Tilley  Morse,  rector  of  All  Saints  Church  in 
West  Newbury,  spoke.  Mr.  Claudius  Pendill,  Vice 
President  of  the  Towle  Silver  Company  of  New- 
buryport,  gave  us  a  proof  of  the  worth  of  the  Bible 
on  October  12th.  A  pleasing  talk  on  self-control 
was  given  on  October  19  th  by  the  Reverend  Emery 


Bradford  of  Linebrook  Parish  Church  in  Ipswich. 
Reverend  Carroll  Perry  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
Ipswich,  brother  of  Bliss  Perry,  Professor  Emeritus 
at  Harvard  University,  addressed  us  on  the  26th. 
He  is  also  a  brother  of  Lewis  Perry,  Headmaster  of 
Phillips  Exeter  Academy. 

On  November  2nd,  Judge  Alden  White,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Governor  Dummer 
Academy,  read  to  us  very  beautifully  a  sermon  from 
one  of  George  Eliot's  books.  Religion  in  certain 
famous  men  was  pointed  out  to  us  by  Reverend 
Arthur  Peabody  of  Saint  Paul's  Episcopal  Church 
in  Newburyport  on  the  9th  of  November.  On  the 
16th  we  had  a  very  pleasant  address  by  Reverend 
Carl  Skinner  of  Haverhill. 

Future  speakers  include  Reverend  Daniel  Bliss 
of  the  Old  South  Church  in  Boston,  November  23rd, 
and  Reverend  Wallace  Anderson  of  Franklin  Street 
Congregational  Church  in  Manchester,  New  Hamp- 
shire, November  29th. 


STUDENTS  ARE  SHOWN 

EXPERIMENTS  WITH  LIQUID  AIR 


A  great  deal  of  interest  was  shown  in  the  ex- 
periments with  liquid  air  gi.cn  by  Mr.  Starr  King, 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Newburyport  on  the 
sixth  of  November  at  Governor  Dummer  Academy. 
All  the  General  Science  and  Physics  Classes  were 
present  to  see  the  experiment.  Mr.  King  gave  a 
short  talk  on  the  possibilities  of  liquid  air  in  cold 
storage  and  things  of  that  kind.  He  told  the 
students  many  interesting  facts  about  it. 

After  the  talk  he  showed  several  experiments. 
He  froze  a  number  of  articles  in  the  liquid  air.  One 
of  these  articles  was  mercury,  which  is  used  in  ther- 
mometers because  it  will  not  freeze  except  at  ex- 
tremely low  temperatures.  But  after  being  treated 
with  liquid  air,  it  made  a  very  satisfactory  hammer. 
Rubber  hose  immersed  in  the  same  liquid  became 
more  brittle  than  glass  tubing. 


STUDENTS  EXTINGUISH 

THREATENING  BRUSH  FIRE 


On  November  9th,  a  small  fire  begun  by  a  neigh- 
bor to  burn  off  a  grassplot  got  beyond  his  con- 
trol and,  fanned  by  light  breezes,  marched  across  an 
intervening  plot  towards  Mr.  Jacob's  home.  The 
boys  of  the  school  turned  out  with  brooms,  rakes, 
shovels,  and  fire  extinguishers,  just  in  time  to  keep 
a  small  shed  from  igniting.  The  entire  field  be- 
tween Mr.  Noyes'  and  Mr.  Jacob's  and  several  fruit 
trees  were  already  afire.  But  the  various  masters 
and  students  set  to  work  and,  by  the  time  the 
Byfield  Fire  Department  arrived  had  it  under  con- 
trol. Little  damage  was  done,  except  to  the  trees, 
but  it  gave  the  school  a  little  excitement  and  fun.

Among  the  daily  events  of  the  school  are  the 
evening  meetings,  held  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  liv- 
ing room  of  Commons.  During  these  meetings, 
which  were  organized  for  the  purpose  of  making 
announcements,  the  boys  sit  upon  the  floor,  with 
the  exception  of  the  lucky  few  who  are  able  to 
reach  the  very  limited  number  of  chairs  after  the 
members  of  the  faculty  have  been  seated.  The 
meeting  opens  with  a  roll  call  followed  by  an- 
nouncements from  both  the  faculty  and  the  student 
body.  Mr.  Eames  then  speaks  upon  various  subjects 
that  he  wants  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
students. 

Occasionally  a  football  song  or  cheer  is  prac- 
ticed, with  Mr.  Sager  conducting  the  singing,  and 
Hayward  Brown  or  Ray  Jones  leading  the  cheering. 
Twice  during  small  rallies  on  the  evenings  before 
varsity  football  games,  Mr.  Brodhead  has  shown 
moving  pictures  of  preceding  games,  while  Mr. 
Jacob  pointed  out  mistakes  of  which  the  team  must 
be  careful.  Individual  and  collective  cheers  were 
given  for  the  team.  One  evening,  Mr.  Starr  King, 
the  superintendent  of  the  Newburyport  Schools, 
spoke  to  the  team,  giving  them  a  bit  of  advice. 
These  meetings  around  the  fire  place  have  been  es- 
pecially useful  this  fall  in  facilitating  the  process  of 
getting  acquainted.

GOVERNORS  ENJOY  SUCCESSFUL 

FOOTBALL  SEASON 


(At  the  invitation  of  the  editors,  Mr.  William  B.  Jacob, 
Head  Coach,  has  contributed  the  following  general  comment 
on  the  football  season.) 

The  1930  season  has  seen  a  new  regime  in  foot- 
ball established  at  Governor  Dummer.  With  a  new 
regime  came  a  new  uniform.  Replacing  the  striped 
sleeves  of  yesteryear,  came  dark  maroon  without 
stripes;  the  Governors  now  go  into  battle  with  white 
helmets. 

The  coaching  staff  consists  of  William  B.  Jacob, 
Head  Coach;  Arthur  W.  Sager,  line    coach;     and 


Richard  Hearn,  coach  of  ends.  Each  day  sees  the 
entire  squad  divided  into  these  groups  with  a  long 
drill  on  the  fundamentals  of  the  different  positions. 
The  new  staff  has  sought  to  ground  the  team  in 
tackling  and  blocking  above  all  else  and  has  sacri- 
ficed the  possibility  of  a  complicated,  deceptive  of- 
fense to  perfect  these  two  fundamentals.  The  team 
has  had  ten  plays  and  nine  passes,  which  have  been 
run  from  a  short  kick  formation.  Toward  the  end 
of  the  season  a  new  offensive  formation  was  intro- 
duced, and  next  year  will  see  the  Governors  using 
these  two  formations  with  a  shift. 

Outstanding  players  of  the  year  have  been 
Captain  Churchill,  who  has  proved  a  fine  leader,  a 
great  line  smasher,  and  a  steadying  influence  in 
tight  places.  Walker,  quarterback,  is  a  useful 
triple  threat  man,  combining  good  judgment  with 
exceptional  personal  ability.  His  broken  field  run- 
ning and  kicking  have  been  a  feature  of  the  season. 
Collins,  suffering  from  slight  injuries,  has  equalled 
the  work  of  these  two;  his  smashing  tackles  and 
line  plunges  have  gained  a  great  deal  for  the  Gover- 
nors. Segler  has  been  strong  at  backing  up  a  line. 
Graf,  another  back,  has  played  a  good  game.  He  is 
a  fierce  tackier.  The  ends,  Carter  and  Latimer, 
have  shown  excellent  ability  in  general.  They  are 
down  fast  under  punts  and  both  can  catch  passes. 
From  tackle  to  tackle  the  line  has  played  in  most 
games  excellently.  They  were  a  stone  wall  to  the 
Harvard  and  Andover  Reserves.  Their  charge  has 
cleaned  out  well  for  their  backfield.  Davis  and 
Langmaid  at  tackles,  Deuel  and  Young  at  guards, 
and  Cunningham  at  center  have  been  the  regulars. 

The  games  have  served  to  bring  the  team  and 
school  into  contact  with  some  fine  fellows  among 
our  opponents.  Teas  were  held  at  Commons  after 
all  home  games.  This  enabled  us  to  talk  with  men 
from  other  schools.  The  Governors  were  fortunate 
indeed  to  play  with  such  sportsmanlike  teams. 

Another  year  will  see  changes  in  the  schedule. 
We  are  anxious  to  meet  the  hardest  sort  of  com- 
petition that  will  take  our  best  to  win.  Since  we  in- 
tend to  play  only  clean  football,  we  shall  not  meet 
teams  who  do  otherwise.  We  expect  our  opponents 
to  tackle  hard,  to  block  viciously,  to  use  their  hands 
on  the  defense,  and  to  be  able  to  shake  hands  after 
the  game.  That  is  our  ideal.  In  general,  our  op- 
ponents have  fulfilled  this;  we  have  tried  to. 

It  is  the  coach's  feeling  that  he  has  worked  with 
one  of  the  finest  group  of  fellows  he  will  ever  have. 
They  have  followed  difficult  orders  without  com- 
plaint. In  only  one  game  has  a  penalty  been  called 
for  roughness.  Their  play  has  been  hard  and 
smashing.  Twice  they  have  come  from  behind  to 
tie.  The  spirit  of  the  Governors  this  year,  and  we 
hope  in  years  to  come,  has  been  very  close  to  Theo- 
dore Roosevelt's  slogan  for  the  football  player: 

"Don't  foul;  don't  shirk;  but  hit  the  line  hard."

The  editors  have  invited  him  to  make  use  of  this  page  when- 
ever he  has  a  message  for  the  students.) 

The  school  is  beginning  a  new  year  —  a  new 
year  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  The  head  is  new; 
many  of  the  boys  and  teachers  are  new;  even  some 
of  the  policies  and  institutions  of  the  school  are 
new.  Yet  it  is  upon  this  occasion,  when  so  many 
changes  are  in  progress,  that  I  should  like  to  say  a 
few  words  about  history. 

History  is  important.  Every  boy  in  the  school 
will  find  this  out  when  he  seeks  to  enter  the  college 
of  his  choice.  He  will  be  asked  to  fill  out  an  appli- 
cation blank,  giving  his  name  and  address.  He  will 
be  asked  to  furnish  a  complete  record  of  his  acad- 
emic course  for  the  last  four  years,  together  with 
the  results  of  any  examinations  he  may  have  taken. 
This  is  history.  He  will  have  to  furnish  his  parents' 
names  and  his  father's  occupation.  He  may  have 
to  submit  a  medical  certificate,  and  the  head  of  his 
preparatory  school  will  be  asked  to  sign  statements 
concerning  the  candidate's  character,  behavior,  re- 
ligious belief,  and  special  interests.  All  this  is  his- 
tory in  the  best  sense  of  the  word. 

History  is  important,  too,  in  daily  life.  Anyone 
who  has  to  engage  a  servant  or  choose  a  friend  recog- 
nizes this  fact.  Anyone  who  purchases  a  second- 
hand automobile  soon  finds  this  to  be  true.  When 
you  invest  your  savings,  vote  for  president, 
or  even  buy  a  cake  of  soap,  you  are  depending  upon 
the  past  performance  or  history  of  the  bond,  of  the 
candidate,  or  of  the  article  of  merchandise  which 
you  select. 


I  have  said  that  this  is  the  beginning  of  a  new 
school  year;  but  I  would  have  us  all  remember,  es- 
pecially those  of  us  who  are  newcomers,  that  this 
is  also  the  beginning  of  the  168th  year  of  the  school. 
While  we  are  in  one  sense  the  newest,  we  are  also 
the  oldest,  school  in  the  land.  One  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  years  is  a  long  span,  and  one  pauses  to 
recall  that  this  school  has  been  in  existence  longer 
than  the  United  States  of  America.  If  Governor 
Dummer  Academy  were  significant  for  no  other 
reason,  it  would  be  significant  for  that  fact. 

And  so  I  ask  for  the  long  and  honorable  past  of 
this  institution,  your  lively  interest  and  intelligent 
appreciation.  And  for  those  precious  reminders  of 
the  past  which  are  still  ours,  the  Old  Schoolhouse 
and  Mansion  House,  a  few  old  books  and  papers, 
some  fine  furniture  and  paintings,  I  ask  your  loving 
care  and  protection.  No  school  is  richer  in  tradi- 
tion, and  in  the  story  of  this  school  each  one  of  you 
will  take  increasing  pride  as  you  grow  older.

And  if  history  can  teach  us  to  be  hum- 
ble and  strong  and  patient,  then  we  in  this  school 
must  be  humble  and  strong  and  patient,  remember- 
ing that  there  have  been  many  others  who  for  gen- 
erations have  toiled  as  earnestly  and  cared  as  deeply 
for  this  Academy  as  we.

GOVERNORS  WIN  FINAL  HOME  CONTEST 


On  Thursday,  November  20,  the  Governor 
Dummer  Academy  team  defeated  the  Essex  Agri- 
cultural School  by  the  score  of  9  to  0.  The  game 
was  hard  fought  throughout.  Altho  the  Governors' 
passing  attack  worked  smoothly  in  mid- field,  every 
time  they  got  within  scoring  distance,  they  found 
themselves  against  a  stone  wall. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  game  neither  team  was 
able  to  score.  Several  times  the  Governors  ad- 
vanced the  ball  to  the  Essex  ten  yard  line.  Churchill 
was  able  to  make  gain  after  gain  in  these  drives  but 
was  invariably  stopped  within  the  ten  yard  line. 

In  the  third  quarter  the  Governors  started  a 
drive  down  the  field  which  could  not  be  stopped. 
Walker  scored  the  touchdown  after  Churchill's 
twenty  yard  gain  had  brought  them  to  a  scoring 
position.    A  pass  to  Collins  scored  the  extra  point. 

In  the  final  quarter  Essex  tried  desperately  to 
score  but  failed.  Langmaid  paved  the  way  for  the 
Governors'  other  two  points  by  throwing  himself  at 
a  rolling  punt  and  stopping  it  on  the  Essex  one  yard 
line.  On  the  next  play  the  Essex  punter  was  driven 
out  of  the  end  zone,  thus  scoring  a  safety  for  the 
Governors.  A  last  minute  drive  by  Essex  was 
stopped  when  Collins  intercepted  a  long  pass  and 
ran  it  back  twenty  yards. 


JUNIOR  FOOTBALL  TEAM  OVERCOMES 

HANDICAP  OF  INEXPERIENCE 


When  the  call  for  football  was  made,  it  was  found  that 
there  were  several  boys  who  were  much  too  light  for  the 
varsity.  A  small  squad  of  fourteen  or  fifteen  men  was  or- 
ganized. All  of  them  lacked  experience,  four  out  of  five 
never  having  played  before.  But  under  the  instruction  of 
their  coach,  Mr.  Reagan,  they  worked  hard  and  began  to 
show  improvement.  At  first  they  suffered  reverses,  losing 
their  first  three  games.  However  in  a  contest  with  the 
North  Shore  Country  Day  School  team,  the  Juniors  played 
with  a  team  of  only  eight  men,  and  won,  18-0.  Then  they 
played  a  return  game  with  the  Jackman  School  which  they 
won  14  to  6.     This  victory  was  the  best  indication  of  the 


improvement  made  during  the  season,  for  a  month  earlier 
Jackman  had  beaten  them  35  to  0. 

According  to  Coach  Reagan  those  who  showed  excep- 
tional promise  were  Captain  Harry  Adams,  John  Hosmer, 
William  Williamson  and  Mario  Fernandez.  It  is  felt  that 
these  boys  will  make  fine  material  for  the  second  team  next 
year  as  they  have  learned  the  fundamentals  during  this 
season. 

Mr.  Reagan  certainly  deserves  a  world  of  praise  for  his 
patience  and  great  effort  in  teaching  the  boys  the  art  of 
football.  The  entire  team  thanks  him  for  the  instruction 
and  for  the  fun  that  he  has  given  them  during  the  season. 


CUSHMAN  WINNER  IN 

FALL  GOLF  TOURNAMENT 


This  fall  there  was  such  a  large  turnout  for  golf 
that  it  was  decided  to  conduct  a  handicap  tourna- 
ment. A  good  deal  of  interest  was  aroused  when 
Mr.  Mercer  announced  that  the  winner  would  re- 
ceive a  handsome  prize.

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JUNIOR  VARSITY  DEVELOPS  RAPIDLY 

UNDER  MR.  BRODHEAD'S  GUIDANCE 


When  the  season  opened,  it  was  found  that  there  were  a 
number  of  boys  who  lacked  either  the  experience  or  the 
ability  for  the  varsity  team,  and  who  were  too  heavy  for  the 
Junior  outfit.  A  second  team  was  organized  which  was 
made  up  of  these  men.  At  first  they  showed  very  clearly 
their  ignorance  of  football  and  their  lack  of  skill.  But  as 
the  season  progressed,  all  the  members  showed  improvement, 
some  even  becoming  as  capable  as  the  first  string  men. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  team  James  Smith,  Jr.,  was  elect- 
ed captain.  He  played  a  fine  game  at  left  halfback,  setting 
the  example  for  his  men.  Later,  when  Barndollar  was  forced 
out  of  practice  for  a  few  weeks  because  of  injuries,  he  was 
shifted  to  fullback.  To  John  Adden,  the  quarterback,  goes 
a  great  deal  of  credit.  Not  only  did  he  handle  the  team 
very  skilfully,  but  he  also  was  consistently  capable  in  the 
defense.  As  a  receiver  of  passes  he  more  than  once  helped 
the  team  to  gain  yardage.  Hugh  Barndollar  held  the  posi- 
tion of  fullback  until  injuries  forced  him  out.  He  played  a 
clean,  sportsmanlike  game,  often  carrying  the  ball  for  sub- 
stantial gains  and  doing  very  well  on  defensive  work.  Brad- 
ley Richards  was  probably  the  most  outstanding  member. 
Playing  as  an  end  early  in  the  season,  he  was  soon  put  in 
the  backfield  where  time  and  time  again  his  speed  caused 
good  gains.  In  his  defensive  work  he  was  also  very  cap- 
able, making  a  large  number  of  fine  tackles. 

At  the  first  Soule  played  right  halfback.  Later,  when 
Smith  filled  the  position  vacated  by  Barndollar,  he  moved 
up  to  left  halfback.  Wolff,  right  end,  did  the  majority  of 
the  punting.  In  several  games  he  did  excellent  work  by  get- 
ting into  the  other  teams  backfield  and  smashing  their  plays. 
Weldon  Ray,  who  played  left  end,  also  greatly  aided  the 
team.  In  the  last  game,  especially,  he  caught  the  opponents 
behind  their  goal  line  and  even  succeeded  in  capturing  the 
ball  several  times  when  they  fumbled.  Robert  Ingersoll, 
the  center,  fought  well  throughout  every  game,  often  suc- 
ceeding in  stopping  line  bucks  by  breaking  through  the  op- 
ponent's opposition.     William  Gove  did  such  fine  work  as 


a  tackle  that  he  was  moved  up  to  the  B  squad.  Reinhard 
Thelan  and  Russell  Robinson  played  guards.  Both  succeeded 
in  stopping  many  line  jabs.  Sanders  and  Hall  were  the 
tackles.  Although  hindered  by  injuries,  Sanders  was  a  de- 
cided help  to  the  team.  Hall  was  rather  inexperienced  but 
showed  improvement  during  the  year.  Staples  was  con- 
stantly shifted  around,  at  times  playing  end  and  at  others, 
tackle. 

But  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  players,  the  team  had 
a  rather  unsuccessful  season.  When  they  played  their  open- 
ing game  with  the  Brooks  School  at  North  Andover,  they 
were  defeated.  The  team  seemed  to  lack  coordination.  But 
as  they  played  the  games  with  the  Amesbury  High  Seconds, 
the  Newburyport  Seconds,  the  Rockport  High  Firsts,  the 
Stone  School  of  Andover,  and  the  Ipswich  Firsts,  they  ap- 
peared to  be  gaining  in  spirit  and  putting  up  a  fight.  The 
improvement  first  became  apparent  during  the  Rockport 
game.  On  the  day  of  the  game  it  rained  steadily.  When 
the  boys  arrived  there,  they  found  a  naturally  poor  field 
turned  into  a  sea  of  mud.  Pools  of  water  stood  every- 
where. And  yet  the  team  went  in  and  fought  right  up  to 
the  end,  although  they  were  so  covered  with  mud  as  to  be 
hardly  able  to  see,  so  cold  as  to  be  scarcely  able  to  hold  the 
ball,  and  drenched  to  the  skin. 

In  the  final  game  with  the  Haverhill  Seconds,  the  team 
showed  a  great  deal  of  snap  and  aggressiveness.  Twice  the 
other  team  scored,  more  because  of  lucky  circumstances  than 
because  of  skill.  However  the  squad  kept  them  from  mak- 
ing the  additional  point  in  each  case.  Then  they  started  a 
drive  which  took  the  ball  up  to  the  opponent's  goal  line  and 
Adden  was  able  to  plunge  across  the  line  for  a  touchdown.

Our  Eleven  swung  into  action  against  Roxbury  Latin 
School  on  October  3rd  with  six  days'  practice.  The  Gover- 
nors scored  within  five  minutes  as  Captain  Larry  Churchill 
shot  through  the  Roxbury  tackles  to  a  score.
